ALLEGED THIEF HIS OWN 
LAWYER, GETS SIXTY DAYS 


Insists There Something Wrong 
With Evidence, but Judge 
Can’t See It. 


James Colie, 25 years old, a negro, de- 
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Comptroller Player stated to a Post- 

ispatch reporter Wednesday that he 
would be in favor of asking the indi- 
vidual citizens of St. Louis to buy the 
$3,000,000 of bends issued for public im- 
provement purposes in the denomination 
of $100 if he had reasonable grounds to 
believe that the bonds could be sold that 
way. 

Although an issue of $11,000,000 of 
bonds has been authorized, only bonds 
to the value of $3,000,000 have as yet 
been offered for sale by Comptroller 
Player. This sum was agreed on by 
the administration officials as the 
amount that would be necessary to 
meét probable requirements for one 
year from April 1, 1907. 

The bond issue ordinance specifies 
nine purposes for which bonds may be 
issued and names the maximum amount 
that.may be expended for each. . 

The largest of the amounts is $3,500,- 
000 for a municipal bridge. The $3,000,- 
000 of bonds offered provide partially 
for all of the other public work speci- 
fied in the bond issue except the mu- 
nicipal bridge. Mr. Player. explains 
that an additional million of bonds for 
this purpose will probably be placed on 
the market the next time the $3,000,000 
are publicly offered for sale. again. 

No Bids for $1000-Bonds, 

Since March 18, 1907, the $3,000,000 of 
securities has been offered for sole fr 
$1000 bonds with no bidders. The bank- 
ers and brokers of St. Louls have fre- 
fused, or at least failed, to buy any of 
them. ‘ ‘ 

The reason assigned. for their refusal 
to purchase any of the bonds ig the fact 
that they. bear only 3.65 per gent inter- 
est, whereas, the Mayor and Comptrol- 
ler are authorized to increase the 
amount of interest to 4 per cent. This 
they refuse to do. 

In view of this situation the Post-Dis- 
patch has suggested that the Comp- 
troller and Mayor resort to a ‘“nopu- 
lar sale ofthe bonds, offering to the 
public the privilege of purchasing one 
or as many more of the individual bonds 
as he may desire, in the denomination 
of $100. 

Citizens Could Subscribe.

Loius failure to sell its $3,000,00) issue 
at 3.65 percent interest up to date by the 
fact that New York yesterday sold an 
tesue of $40,000,000 in bonds bearing 4.50 
rer cent interest. For this issue bids 
were received for $150,000,000, the bids 
coming from all parts of the country-- 
St. Louis Iincluded—and the bidders of- 
fering from 100.35 to 102.59. 

New York was only able to atiract 
this volume of bids by raising its rate 
of interest. It was unable to sell the 
issue at 4 per cent. The banking inter- 
ests would not buy until they could get 
what they wanted. Now, it appears the 
banking interests are treating St. Louis 
the same way. They do not want 3.66 
rer cent securities. 

That is one reason why the Post-Dis- 
patch urges @ popular sale of the bonds. 
It is believed that there’ are enough 
persons in St. Louls and elsewhere to 
buy the entire issue if the denomina- 
tions of the bonds be made = smal! 
enough, to save the municipality from 
heing “held up” by the financial inter- 
ests. 

Mr. Player Is Doubtful. 

“rt would have no objection to the 
‘popular’ sale of the bonds if I had rea- 
sonable grounds to believe that the, 
bonds could be sold that way,” Mr. | 
Player said. “But my present informa- | 
tion on the subject is not sufficient to | 
justify me or to justify the city, in my’ 
opinion, in going into. bond selling in 
just that way. 

This method was tried % years ago in 
the original issue of the $2,000,000 of 
bonds which we afe now reissuing. The 
city’s experience then was that the 
bonds could not. be disposed of readily 
and the brokers who bought them lost 
money trying to find purchasers for 
them. 

“It js my own opinion that compara- 
tively few of them might be bought by

I have had 
some experience lately in selling bonds 
at private sale. 

“T have sold’ $818,000 of the $2,000,000 re. 

Out of the about one 
undred arid twenty purchasers of these 
bonds at private. sale, only about ten 
of them asked for bonds in denomina- 
tion smaller than $1000."

To the astonishment of the New York 
officials and Wall street bankers, who 
had offered bids much lower than his, 
Mr. White, as president of the Abra- 
ham White Bond Co., offered to take 
the entire issue at prices ranging from 
100.35 td 102.59. It was said by the Con- 
troller that White would receive about 
$15,000,000 of the bonds at his bid of 
102,59. 

Mr. White said he had been notified 
that he would receive about $20,000,000 
worth of the bonds and he expressed 
regret that he had not been awarded 
the entire issue. He gave a check for 
$800,000, certified by one of his own 
trust companies. 

Victory for Publicity. 

Publicity turned what promised a 
week ago to be a gift sale of $40,000,000 
New York 4%-per-cent bonds to a syn- 
dicate headed by J. P. Morgan & Co. 
into the greatest popular bond sale in 
the history of New York. 

The widely heralded Morgan syndi- 
cate met the fate of the Morgan syndi- 
cate of 11 vears ago, when the New 
York World prevented its purchase by 
secret contract of a vast issue of 
United States bonds, and made the sale 
a great public success. As in 1898, the 
wisdom of a direct appeal to the pub- 
lic, rather than private bargaining with 
Wall street,, Was demonstrated. 

Bids amounting to more than five 
times the total of the bonds to be sold 
were received Tuesday. The total num- 
ber of bids reached the record-break- 
ing figure of 886. The Controller’s ef- 
fice was fairly swamped with checks 
coming from banks and individuals in 
New York, small banks In North Da- 
kota, minor trust companies in Maine, 
INinois and Pennsylvania and thrifty 
individuals all over the country. 

Morgun Gets No Bonds. 

Aroused by the publicity given to the 
formation of the Morgan syndicate, 
which it Was announced was to take 
over the entire issue, prestmably at a 
low figure, bidders of ajl classes made 
a rush for the bargain counter and ran 
the price of the bonds up to a higher 
figure than city officials had hoped for. 
As a result the Morgan syndicate will 
not get a dollar’s worth of the bonds. 
Its bid was the lowest of any of the 
large bids, being only a fraction above 
par, and was fully two points lower 
than the average. 

The $40,000,000 of bonds will go to 200 
or more individual bidders. The bids 
will be allotted in amounts ranging 
from $40, which was the lowest sum bid 
up probably to $11,000,000. The 
bonds will go into the hands of a large 
number of individual investors and 
small banks, and will find their way to 
half a dozen states. The average price 
brought by the bonds was about 102.

Afterward McMunn told his wife and 
added that he didn’t want any denial 
from her, because he didn’t believe and 
wouldn't believe it. He teld Brown also 
and assured him that he trusted him 
absolutely. 

Then, as if te prove his trust, not ‘ong 
afterward he went to Oklahoma to se- 
lect a site fer the new heme. He left 
his wife and children in Brown’s keep- 
ing. 

But the influence of a life out .n the 
swamps had begun its work in bringing 
Hrown’s and Mrs. McMunn’s thoughts 
back to the principle ef the survival of 
the fittest as it later did with McMunn. 


The Pair Elope. 

Taking the children with them they 
left together for a wandering trip 
through many states that had its turn- 
ing point in South Daketa. The money 
realized from the sale of the farm out- 
side of Kennett which McMunn had left 
with his wife made the trip possible. 

When McMunn came back to Ken- 
nett after a week's journey, the story 
of the flight of his wife with Brewn 
was told him by his relatives and those 
of his friends who knew him well 
enough to risk the telling of it to him. 

It was then that McMunn, unwilling 
to be put aside by the thought that his 
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wife no longer loved him, fell back on 
primal instincts and went in search of 
her. 

When he found his wife in Portage- 
ville Brown was no longer with her. He 
brought her back to Kennett on a war- 
rant.* Brown was: found by officers of 
the law and brought back on the same 
charge. 

But on’ the way home Mrs. MeMunn 
persuaded her husband that she did net 
love Brown. So he refused to prosecute 
either. Brown went to work in Jones’ 
livery stable at Kennet, white McMunn 
and his wife went to Cardwell, 25 miles 
south of Kennet. 

Someone told McMunn that his wife 
and Brown were writing letters to each 
other. McMunn went to Kennet and 


‘told several men that he was going to 


kill Brown. These men telephoned the 
news ahead and McMunn was arrested. 


Rivals Talk It Over. 

After his release McMunn went to 
Brown and had a long, friendly talk. 
During this talk Brown said that he 
would not make an effort agsin to see 
Mrs. McMunn. 

On Sunday morning Mrs. 
told her husband that she was 
leave him.:

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POPULAR LOAN FOR ST. LOUIS. 

The great success attending the popular sale 
of New York City bonds carries a suggestion of 
much value to St. Louis. 

In New York, as here, when bonds are to be 
disposed of, a few banks, trust companies and 
capitalists are seen. If they for any reason will 
not buy, money is said to be tight, bond interest 
is too low and the public credit {is not what it 
should be. 

Under such circumstances it is customary to 
rearrange the terms of the loan, to the great dis- 
advantage of the people, and the bonds are thus 
disposed of on conditions highly profitable to their 
bargain-driving purchasers. 

Profiting by the experience gained during the 
last administration of Mr. Cleveland, when, under 
the initiative of the New York World, the people 
subscribed for a United States loan which the 
Morgan syndicate had been sniffing at and ex- 
pecting to get on its own terms, New York City 
has now disposed of $40,000,000 of bonds to hun- 
dreds of eager bidders in all parts of the coun- 
try, thus dishing another syndicate which had 
arranged to manage the loan in its own way. 

St. Louis has the same problem to solve and it 
should go about it in the same manner.

The market was very dull and trad- 
ing was not on as large a scale as the 
wide range would indicate. The pit was 
entirely deserted at times, and the mod- 
erate and scattered selling, mostly liqui- 
dation of long lines,. was with practical- 
ly no demand, and: values receded stead- 
ily. Very unfavorable weather was re- 
ported in the Northwest and Canada, it 
being stated that low temperatures an] 
cold rains are general and that snow 
is falling in some sections.
